coalfields, accepted a proposal of the mine owners to resume work 
at their old wages for a seven and a half hour day. This consti¬ 
tuted a compromise between the Federation’s insistency that the 
seven-hour day must be maintained and the miners’ demand f ,r 
an eight-hour dav.
